The second attack came while 
this country was try ing to get 
the South Vietnamese leaders to 
bury their differences and fo rm

gov ernment 
capable

fighting the North Vietnamese 
Reds. 
Down Hill 
American efforts in South Viet 
Nam hav e been all do wn hill. 
The war is being lost. The Red 
guerrillas are 
making steady 
progress. So u th Vietnamese are 
quarreling among themselv es. 
American liv es are being lo st 
there — more than 300 killed, 
More than 1,050 wounded — and 
American 
aid, 
spread 
o v er 
y ears and in the billio ns, is 
going down the drain. 
Tru e, this time the United 
States hit back. On President 
J ohnson’s orders 41 planes from 
American carriers off the Asian 
coast bombed Red bases 
in 
North Viet Nam. 
Bu t, as if this hadn't hap­ 
pened, it was fo llo wed by ano th­ 
er Red gu errilla raid o n ano ther 
American 
airbase. 
Fifteen 
heav y 
m o rtar

were 
slammed at it bu t fell sho rt. 
While the American retalia­ 
tio n risks bringing the So v iet 
Unio n o r Red China into the 
war, o ne way o r ano ther, there 
Is no assu rance this American 
actio n will enco u rage the dilapi­ 
dated So u th Vietnamese leader­ 
ship to pu t u p a so lid fro nt. 
Pull Out Cinch 
Yet, if the United States pu lls 
o u t it’s a cinch the No rth Viet­ 
namese Reds will take o v er all 
o f Viet Nam, pro bably to be tak­ 
en o v er in tu rn by Red China 
which will then hav e the rest o f 
So u theast Asia to nibble o n. 
And at this po int the United 
States can’t be su re that the 
So u th Vietnamese, if their go v ­ 
ernment disintegrates any fu r­ 


ther, wo n’t ask all Americans to 
get o u t any way . 
If this happens it will be 
u niq u e amo ng the em barrass­ 
ments the United States has su f­ 
fered since the war, altho u gh 
so me were o v erco me. 
Sev enteen y ears ago Co mmu ­ 
nists to o k o v er free Czecho slo ­ 
v akia. It was deep behind the 
Iro n Cu rtain, the United States 
did no thing, and Stalin co m­ 
pleted the su bju gatio n o f all 
Eastern Eu ro pe. 
That same y ear, 1948 , Stalin 
tried to fo rce the Western Allies 
to giv e u p their ho ld o n Berlin 
by shu tting o ff all the ro ads to 
it. President Tru man o rdered 
an airlift. It to o k a y ear o f this 
befo re Stalin backed do wn. 
In 1949 the Red Chinese dro v e 
the American - helped Chiang 
Kai-shek to Fo rmo sa and to o k 
o v er all o f mainland China. 
Red Take Ov er 
In 195 0 Red China ju mped di­ 
rectly into the Ko rean war and 
at the Yalu Riv er inflicted a 
shattering defeat o n the United 
Natio ns fo rces, mo stly Ameri­ 
can, led by Gen. Do u glas Mac- 
Arthu r. In the end, this co u ntry 
settled fo r an armistice, leav ing 
Ko rea still split in half. 
In 195 3 Secretary o f State 
Jo hn Fo ster Du lles held o u t to 
the captiv e peo ple o f Eastern 
Eu ro pe a pro mise that "y o u can 
co u nt o n u s” bu t when the Hu n­ 
garians rev o lted this co u ntry 
did no thing while the So v iet Un­ 
io n cru shed them. 
In 1961 the American-backed 
inv asio n o f their ho meland by 
Cu ban ex iles was smashed by 
Fidel Castro . In 1961 So v iet Pre­ 
mier Nikita Khru shchev split 
Berlin in half with a wall that 
shu t o ff half the city . Fo r the 
United States it was accept o r 
risk war. It accepted the wall. 
The 
nex t y ear 
Khru shchev 
tried to enfeeble and hu miliate 
this co u ntry by pu tting missiles 
in Cu ba. This time he su ffered 
the final embarrassment: Presi­ 
dent Jo hn F. Kennedy made 
him take his missiles ho me.

What is the cau se? What are the 
chancer fo r reco v ery ? 
A — When the electro cardio ­ 
gram (ECG) sho ws a pro lo nga­ 
tio n o f a part o f the no rmal cy cle 
o f the heartbeat a left (o r right) 
bu ndle branch blo ck is said to be 
present. 
This indicates so me distu r­ 
bance o f o ne o f the nerv e bu n­ 
dles that regu lates the heart 
beat. The mo st freq u ent cau ses 
are co ro nary disease and en­ 
largement o f o ne side o f the 
heart. 
The blo ck may be an early 
sign o f co ro nary disease, o r it 
may be an indiv idu al v ariatio n 
fro m the u su al pattern o f no sig­ 
nificance. 
Ev en if it is du e to early 
co ro nary disease, au tho rities ad­ 
v ise against cu tting do wn o n 
y o u r phy sical activ ity 
u nless 
su ch activ ity cau ses sho rtness o f 
breath o r pain in y o u r chest. 
Yo u sho u ld hav e 
a recheck 
in a co u ple o f mo nths. Bu t, 
abo v e ail, remember that y o u r 
do cto r is treating YOU (the 
who le perso n) and no t a squ ig- 
gle o n a piece o f tracing pa­ 
per. 
Q — What co nditio ns wo u ld 
cau se a perso n who is so ber to 
walk as tho u gh he were dru nk? 
A — A po o rly co -o rdinated gait 
resembling that o f alco ho lic in­ 
to x icatio n may be seen in per­ 
so ns with po ly neu ritis, Fried­ 
reich’s atax ia, inju ries o f the 
cerebellu m and o ther diseases 
o f the nerv o u s sy stem. 
The u nderly ing cau se o f so me 
o f these co nditio ns is o ften hard 
to disco v er. 
Q — The do cto r say s my 
bro ther has Frederick's disease.

Department of Agricu ltu re, the 
decision will depend largely on 
the amou nt of lau ndry y ou do. 
The more loads of washing and 
dry ing y ou do in a week , the 
lower the cost per load for home 
lau ndering. 
The point at which washing and 
dry ing at home begin to pay is 
fiv e loads a week . If y ou do 
fewer than fiv e loads a week , the 
cost is higher at home than at a 
self-serv ice lau ndry .

Cooper, 37, flew his Faith 7

around the globe 
May 
15-16 , 
19 6 3, for a total time of 34 
hours and 20 minutes. He is a 
native of Shawnee, Okla. 
See, 37, a Dallas native, is a 
quiet, intense man. After re­ 
ceiving a master’s degree in 
engineering in 19 6 2 from UCLA, 
he was a test pilot for the Navy 
and later General Electric. 
Conrad, 34, of Philadelphia, is 
the smallest of the 28 astronauts 
and the only Ivy Leaguer. He

Worst Illinois Storms 
In History Discussed 


SPRINGFIELD - Recent bit­ 
ter battles with snow and ice 
storms in many parts of Illinois 
may create their own page in 
winter history . 
In the meantime, they set the 
stage for all the old-timers with 
long memories to trot out their 
favorite storms and dust them 
off for the edification of awe­ 
struck y oungsters, or for the 
come - uppance of complaining 
adults. 
Some of those tales aren’t just 
“ friendly ex aggerations for ef­ 
fect,” 
comments 
Stanley 
A. 
Changnon, climatologist at the 
Illinois State Water Survey , who 
is completing a study of severe 
winter storms in Illinois. 


Research Division 
The State Water Survey , lo­ 
cated in Champaign-Urbana on 
the University of Illinois campus, 
is a scientific research division 
of the Department of Registra­ 
tion and Education. 
Its winter storm research has 
two key purposes. The first to 
obtain more ex act information 
on the contribution of “ winter 
precipitation” to our water re­ 
sources. The second is to pro­ 
vide sound background data for 
engineers 
and 
communications 
ex perts to use in designs to with­ 
stand 
ex treme weather condi­ 
tions. 
Changnon has accumulated da­ 
ta on 339 severe winter storms 
in Illinois during a 6 3-y ear period 
since 1900. And some of them 
are wicked enough to satisfy any 
y am spinner. 
A snowstorm on Feb. 27 and 
28, 1900, for ex ample, still ranks 
as the most severe snowstorm 
ever recorded in the state. They 
measured that one with a y ard­ 
stick. 0 \er three feet of snow 
fell in 48 hours in parts of west­ 
ern Illinois, and Astoria in Ful­ 
ton County recorded 37.8 inches 
in 24 hours — the max imum on 
Illinois records for one day . 


Snowfall 
Snowfall highs for one day at 
some other places in the state 
include 22 inches at J oliet in 
1933, 18 inches at Chicago in 
1939 and at Quincy in 1915, 17 
inches at Cairo in 1917 and 14 
inches at Urbana in 1906. 
The y ear 1912, with 12 severe 
storms, had more than any other 
y ear of this century , and thus 
gains the title of “ most stormy 
y ear” in Illinois history . 
Changnon has classified “ se­ 
vere” winter storms as those in 
which at least six inches of snow 


fell somewhere in the state in 
48 hours, or those in which ex ­ 
tremely damaging freezing rain 
and sleet occurred. 
Aside from the various record- 
setting snow and ice storms, 
Changnon has spotlighted three 
particularly freakish storms dur­ 
ing the 6 3-y ear period. 


Severe 
These three were considerably 
more than just severe winter 
snowstorms. First, they were ac­ 
companied by all the warm-season 
ty pes of severe weather — severe 
thunderstorms, 
hailstorms, 
ex ­ 
cessive rainfall, high winds and 
tornadoes. These occurred at the 
time of the heavy snowfall, and 
in the same general area. 
To 
complete the scene, there was 
winter’s own damaging glaze and 
sleet. 
“ It was a unique ex perience 
for many Illinois weather ob­ 
servers to be reporting ex cessive 
thunder and lightning along with 
blizzard 
conditions,” 
Changnon 
notes. 
Dates of the three storm freaks 
were March 11 
and 
12, 
1923; 
March 20-22, 1932, and Feb. 9 and 
10, 1960. 
In the 1923 storm, rain and 
thundershowers 
began through­ 
out central and northern Illinois 
during 
the 
early afternoon of 
March 11. In the evening, the 
rain in western and northern Il­ 
linois changed to sleet and snow; 
heavy snowfall, sleet, ex tensive 
glaze, damaging winds, rain, and 
thunderstorms continued during 
the night of March 11-12. 
By 
morning, blizzard-like conditions 
prevailed throughout northern Il­ 
linois. The weather observer at 
Sy camore recorded the repeated 
occurrence 
of 
strong 
thunder­ 
storm and lightning activity as 
the heavy snow was falling. 


Outstanding 
The U.S. Weather Bureau lists 
this as one of the outstanding 
snowstorms on record in the 
United States. Snow and ice ac­ 
cumulation 
on 
communication 
wires was three to four inches 
thick in some places. 
Other areas were 
not over­ 
looked by this storm. In southern 
Illinois during 
the 
evening of 
March 11, there were thunder­ 
storms and high winds, and a tor­ 
nado occurred near Hamburg in 
Calhoun 
County . D a m a g i n g 
straight-line 
w i n d s 
occurred 
throughout the state on the night 
of March 11-12. 
The snowfall, sleet, and rain 
continued on March 12. Known

storm were in ex cess of $800.000 
The 1932 storm began during 
the evening of March 20, with 
rain, sleet, and snow in northern 
Illinois. 
The precipitation 
con­ 
tinued unabated there until the 
early morning of March 22, and 
snowfall 
amounts 
of 
over 
16 
inches were reported at Dix on by 
the end of the storm. High winds 
on March 21 and 22 caused drifts 
up to 10 feet in depth. Observers 
at Aledo and Rushville on the 
w-estem side of the state reported 
severe thunderstorms and damag­ 
ing lightning during the worst of 
the snowstorm. 


Glaze 
An area of glaze in east-central 
Illinois 
produced 
considerable 
damage to wires and trees. Sleet 
eventually accumulated to a depth 
of Vi inch 
in some 
places in 
northern Illinois. 


There were ex tremely dama­ 
ging hailstorms. At a few loca­ 
tions hail fell continuously for 30 
minutes, hailstones measuring 3.5 
inches in diameter were reported 
at Greenville, and hailstones cov­ 
ered the ground to depths of 
three inches at Edwardsviile and 
Vandalia. 


Hailstorms and thunderstorms 
were also associated with torna­ 
does that occurred at Newton and 


McLeansboro during the late aft­ 
ernoon of March 21. 
The third freak snow-storm In 
Illinois since 
1900, 
unlike the 
other two, began in the morning. 
The date was February 9 , 1960.

northward-moving

front in central Illinois began to 
produce glaze, sleet and snow­ 
fall. 
Thunderstorms 
and 
hail­ 
storms also developed by after­ 
noon and occurred with the heavy 
snow in northern Illinois. 
When the storm ended on the 
evening of Feb. 10, snowfall of 
15 inches had occurred at Mount 
Carroll and Waukegan. Some com­ 
munities, including Freeport, were 
isolated for two or three day s 
by snowdrifts 6 -to-10 feet deep.
